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Memorial Gardens to 
get £25,000 revamp

THE Memorial Gardens in New¬ 
market are set to be refurbished to 
the tune of at least £25,000. 

A starting amount of £25k has been 
earmarked to revamp the gardens 
in the next financial year, with more 
money to be spent if necessary. 

At a leisure services committee 
meeting on Monday evening, New¬ 
market town councillors were given 
a tour of the gardens to show them 
where improvements and changes 
were needed. 

A report given to councillors said: 
“The Memorial Gardens are the 
only inner town park in Newmarket 
and therefore play a vital role in our 
community. 

“The Memorial Gardens are a 
highly sought-after area by families 
living in and outside of Newmarket, 
especially during the summer sea¬ 
son.” 

Councillors were shown the wa¬ 
ter feature in the gardens, which 
was said to bring “tremendous en¬ 
joyment to all that use it”. 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett said: 
“The water feature is a focal point 
of the gardens. They have more fun 
here than anywhere.” 

Half of the area is taken up by the

water feature, while the other half 
is a bark play area and councillors 
were told that children currently 
take the bark over to the water fea¬ 
ture, which blocks the water and 
causes problems. 

The report added: “We are now at 
the stage where the water feature is 


truly on its last legs and in dire need 
of replacing.” 

Members were advised that the 
bark area should be removed and 
instead the whole area should be 
thrown over to become one big wa¬ 
ter feature. 

Another key part was the mural 


and sensory garden, which council¬ 
lors said looked “quite unsightly”. 

The mural wall needs repointing 
because it is crumbling, and the 
wall “could benefit from a newly 
designed mural”, they said. 

The report added: “This is a 
beautifully secluded area, but again 


in need of maintenance work to en¬ 
hance it. 

“Both benches located in that 
area have been sponsored by fami¬ 
lies and being seated in that area 
gives a beautiful view of the gardens 
and this area should be regenerated 
to enhance the gardens. 

“The area currently consists of 
two benches and five small plant¬ 
ing areas, although the planting 
areas do not contain any plants be¬ 
cause they are always being vandal¬ 
ised - ripped out and thrown over 
the wall or stolen.” 

The ice cream shed also needs re¬ 
building, they said, and councillors 
would like to make changes to the 
area of pine trees behind the hall, 
which they said makes the area too 
dark. 

Bins would also need to be re¬ 
placed, councillors were told, and 
changes to recycling provision 
need to be made.

A SOHAM man is in police cus¬ 
tody following a stabbing incident 
at a busy fuel station in broad day¬ 
light last Thursday 

The incident happened at the 
BP petrol station on the A142 So¬ 
ham Bypass just after 2.20pm. 

Emergency services, including 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance, 
were called to the scene and ar¬ 
rived to find a 23-year-old man 
had suffered a serious stab wound 
to his upper body. 

Edward Parker, 48, of Orchard 
Row in Soham, was arrested at the 
scene and taken to Parkside police 
station in Cambridge to be ques¬ 
tioned. 

He was later charged with caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm with in¬ 
tent. 

The stabbing happened inside 
the shop at the petrol station in 
front of customers and staff. 

The victim was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s by ambulance with “seri¬ 
ous but not life threatening inju¬ 
ries”, according to police. 

Speaking at the scene, Detective 
Sergeant John Yore, who is based 
at Ely station, said: “The man was 
stabbed inside the shop while it 
was busy with people both inside 


and outside on the garage fore¬ 
court. 

“He suffered a serious stab 
wound to his upper body, al¬ 
though I am told he is not in a life 
threatening condition. 


“A man has been arrested and a 
knife has been recovered.” 

Parker appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Saturday 
morning where he was remand¬ 
ed in custody and the case was 


sent for trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court. He is due to appear in court 
again on Friday. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
incident can contact Ely CID 
on 101. 


THE memorial to legendary code¬ 
breaker Bill Tutte is set to be unveiled 
in Newmarket this morning. 

After weeks of work, the tribute to 
the codebreaker will be unveiled dur¬ 
ing a ceremony starting at 11am on 
Rutland Hill. 

The forgotten hero of the Second 
World War, born in a Newmarket 
stable, will be remembered for his 
codebreaking work at Bletchley Park, 
cracking the Lorenz code. 

This led to the building of Colussus, 
the world’s first electronic computer, 
and Mr Tutte used the computer to 
crack the Tunny code, which was oth¬ 
erwise unbreakable. 

However Mr Tutte’s work was kept 
secret until 1993 when a former engi¬ 
neer for MI5 publicised it during his 
work to rebuild Colossus. 

Cambridge scultor Harry Gray has 
designed the memorial, which fea¬ 
tures panels pierced to represent the 
punched paper tape used in the trans¬ 
mission of the code. 

Former colleague of Bill Tutte, Pro¬ 
fessor Dan Younger, will also be trav¬ 
elling from Canada to be at the service 
to his friend, before going onto the Bill 
Tutte club at Newmarket Academy to 
look at “The Colouring of Maps”, a 
mathematical problem that left Bill 
Tutte fascinated. 

Young people between nine and 13 
are all welcome to the club between 
4pm and 6pm today. 

Residents and visitors are invited to 
join on Rutland Hill for a short service 
from 11am.

Affordable housing 
opens in Barton Mills 



NEW affordable housing 
has been opened in Barton 
Mills, six years after a ‘needs’ 
survey found improvements 
were necessary. 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) and Cllr 
Rona Burt, cabinet member 
for planning, housing and 
transport, opened the hous¬ 
ing in Church Lane. 

The new houses come 
after a local housing needs 
survey six years ago found 
that some residents were liv¬ 
ing in “inadequate” houses, 
and others were having to 
move away because of a lack 
of affordable housing. 

Now, local residents will 
be able to move into these 
new homes. 

Cllr Burt said: “When you 


talk about housing, you are 
talking about people’s lives. 

“We know there is an acute 
need for affordable hous¬ 
ing, although sometimes it 
is easy to get lost in the sea 
of figures of how many we 
need and how many are be¬ 
ing delivered. 

“We want young people 
to be able to remain liv¬ 
ing where they grew up, for 
families who outgrow one 
home to be able to find 
somewhere new within their 
community, for older peo¬ 
ple who have perhaps seen 
their children fly the nest 
to be able to downsize into 
somewhere more manage¬ 
able as they head towards 
retirement.” 

The Hastoe homes took 18 
months to develop.

Man to stand 
trial for 16 
cases of fraud 


A MAN is to stand trial ac¬ 
cused of multiple frauds 
involving Newmarket race¬ 
horses, Spurs Football Club 
and building suppliers. 

Andrew Chatters, 38, of 
Main Street, Witchford, near 
Ely, appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court charged with 
16 fraud offences and one 
theft between October 2011 
and September 2013. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
all charges and has been 
remanded on bail until his 
trial in April 2015. 

Chatters is accused of 
four offences of fraud of 
Tattersalls Ltd by falsely 
representing he was an au¬ 
thorised signatory on the 
transaction account AJ Dog 
Food Ltd and entitled to 
purchase horses at £3,528, 
£9,762, £6,300 and £1,050. 

He is further charged with 
making a false representa-

tion to Horse Requisites 
Newmarket Ltd and open¬ 
ing a trading account in the 
name AJ Renewals using a 
forged signature to make a 
gain of £2,839.21, and a sim¬ 
ilar allegation relating to be¬ 
ing an authorised signatory 
on an account for AJ Racing 
Ltd in the same sum. 

Chatters is also accused of 
making a false representa¬ 
tion to equestrian and pet 
supplier Alan’s Ark by using 
a credit card belonging to 
another to pay for £971.60 
worth of goods and services, 
and using a fraudulent cred¬ 
it card to pay a £865 Cado- 
gen Hotel bill. 

It is said that at the be¬ 
ginning of March 2013 he 
fraudulently used a credit 


card to pay £7,720 for a Tot¬ 
tenham Hotspur FC execu¬ 
tive box. 

The defendant is also 
alleged to have stolen a 
Kubota truck excavator 
worth £27,000 belonging to 
Newmarket Plant Hire Ltd 
and fraudulently opened a 
trading account with that 
company in the name of 
Glen Eagle Racing valued at 
£13,400. 

In addition, Chatters al¬ 
legedly forged a trading ap¬ 
plication with Jewsons Ltd 
for credit for Glen Eagle Rac¬ 
ing in the sum of £5,000. 

Chatters is also charged 
with presenting Jews¬ 
ons with an AJ Racing Ltd 
cheque to obtain further 
credit and fraudulently 
opening a trading account 
in the name of Glen Eagle 
Racing at Travis Perkins in 
the sum of £10,176.73.

CHARITIES and organisa¬ 
tions are mounting pressure 
on the Government to crack 
down on the illegal practice 
of fly-grazing. 

A new report - ‘Stop the 
scourge, time to address 
unlawful fly-grazing in Eng¬ 
land’ - reveals that over 
3,000 horses are being fly- 
grazed. 

Fly-grazing is the com¬ 
mon practise of unlawfully 
grazing horses on private 
or public land without the 
landowner’s permission. 

The horses are often teth¬ 
ered. 

There is no legislation cur¬ 
rently in place to tackle fly¬ 
grazing issues in England. 

The new report was pub¬ 
lished jointly by a number 
of major charities and the 
country’s largest rural or¬ 
ganisations including World 
Horse Welfare, NFU, Coun¬ 
tryside Alliance and the 
RSPCA, 

According to the RSPCA, 
it received 508 calls re¬ 
garding fly-grazing in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire during 2013, 
which related to the welfare 
of 1,774 horses. 

According to campaign¬ 
ers, fly-grazed horses threat¬ 
en the livelihood of farmers, 
damage land, divert local 
authority resources, and risk 
the safety of motorists when 
they escape on to roads. 

Twenty-three-year-old 
Thomas Allen, from Soham, 
died in 2012 after his car hit 
a horse that had been fly¬ 
grazing. 

Mr Allen was driving

home on Christmas Eve with 
his girlfriend when his car 
hit one of five horses which 
had strayed on to the A14. 
He died on Christmas Day. 

Horse owner Stacy Hum¬ 
phry s, 27, who was respon¬ 
sible for between 30-40 
horses, had been repeatedly 
warned about previous es¬ 
capes from the held near 
Sproughton, Suffolk. 

Humphrys, of West Mead¬ 
ows travellers site in Ip¬ 
swich, admitted causing a 
public nuisance and was 
jailed at Ipswich Crown 
Court for two years and four 
months in March this year. 

At an inquest into Mr Al¬ 
len’s death, coroner Peter 
Dean recorded a verdict of 
accidental death and called 
for fly-grazing to be made 
illegal. He said he would 
write to police forces and 
local authorities to “ensure 
sufficient priority is given to 
the problem.” 

Landowners are currently 
powerless to remove horses 
from their land quickly and 
effectively and it is often 
impossible to link owners to 


their animals. 

The report suggests new 
legislation is needed to tack¬ 
le unlawfully grazed horses. 

Roly Owers, World Horse 
Welfare’s chief executive, 
speaking on behalf of the 
rural organisations and wel¬ 
fare charities, said: “It is 
time for the Government to 
do its part to help stop the 
scourge of fly-grazing in our 
countryside, farms and ur¬ 
ban areas; we cannot solve 
this problem alone using ex¬ 
isting laws. 

“For years rural organisa¬ 
tions and welfare charities 
have been calling on Defra 
to bring in tougher laws on 
fly-grazing that will enable 
landowners, including lo¬ 
cal authorities, to act more 
quickly to resolve these situ¬ 
ations and serve as a real de¬ 
terrent. 

“With Julian Sturdy’s Pri¬ 
vate Member’s Bill the Gov¬ 
ernment has an opportunity 
to address this issue in Eng¬ 
land and make a real differ¬ 
ence for rural communities 
and for horse welfare. 

“It is not sustainable to 
leave it to charities to deal 
with whilst they are at ca¬ 
pacity with so many of the 
worst cases, nor continue to 
burden our local authorities 

“The Government should 
give the time and support 
necessary to get this Bill 
onto the Statute Book before 
the end of this Parliament.”

Security watch sees crime fall dramatically 


BUSINESS owners in Mildenhall 
have turned crime fighters in a 
campaign on an industrial estate. 

Seven years ago, businesses 
on Mildenhall industrial estate 
were plagued with burglaries and 
crime with 20 incidents a month. 

But businesses decided to fight 
back, launching the Mildenhall 
Security Watch Association, 


backed by Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk police. 

Business owners are warned 
of suspicious activity, and police 
patrol the estate. 

New posters and window 
stickers have now been designed 
to ward off potential criminals. 

Cllr Nigel Roman said: "Seven 
years ago, crime on the industrial 


estate was a real problem. 

"The businesses have come 
together in a partnership and I 
am delighted by their success. 

"We can never afford to get 
complacent, but this just shows 
how individuals, police and the 
council can all work together, to 
all but elminate what was a very 
real problem." 


Dangerous path 
raises concerns 


PLANS to build houses on land in 
West Row have been given “mind 
to refusal” after councillors ex¬ 
pressed grave concerns about 
footpath access on a dangerous 
bend. 

Up to 26 dwellings were set to 
be built on land north of Milden¬ 
hall Road in West Row, along 
with a new footpath link along 
Mildenhall Road, towards the cor¬ 
ner of Beeches Road and Milden¬ 
hall Road. 

Documents said that the pro¬ 
posed footpath would finish 25 
metres short of the junction, and 
would not join with other foot¬ 
paths. 

At a development and plan¬ 
ning committee meeting at For¬ 
est Heath District Council last

Wednesday, councillors expressed 
concerns about the path which 
had “obscured views” and was on 
a road which had already seen a 
number of fatal accidents. 

Cllr Carol Lynch said: “I am dis¬ 
appointed that Suffolk Highways 
are supporting this. 

“That pathway peters out 20 
yards before the corner with a six 
foot brick wall and is absolutely 
ridiculous.” 

Cllr David Bowman added: 
“The junction there is quite blind 
anyway. 

“You have an awful job to see 
with your vehicle let alone any¬ 


thing else. 

“I have a grave concern about 
the access with the footway going 
nowhere down a blind alley.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood also expressed 
her concerns about the “very dan¬ 
gerous corner”, and Cllr Rona Burt 
added that the way the path just 
stopped was “unbelievable”. 

And CllrTonyWheble added: “It 
would be disgusting to pass that. 

“We have had accidents along 
there, we have had deaths along 
there. 

“I am completely against it.” 

Councillors voted saying they 
had a “mind to refuse” the plans, 
asking Suffolk Highways to have 
another look at the plans and 
have a risk assessment on the 
proposed footpath carried out.

PUPILS across Suffolk are 
looking to the future with 
the help of a new pilot 
scheme. 

The Work Inspiration 
Brokerage initiative has 
been helping young people 
develop their skills for em¬ 
ployability in the future. 

Suffolk County Council 
has teamed up with schools 
in Mildenhall, Haverhill, 
Ipswich and Sudbury to 
work with the youngsters 
on their career opportuni¬ 
ties. 

There are currently more 
than 100 schools involved 
with the service, which also 
helps with understanding 
the traits employers are 
looking for. 

Over 450 employers have 
volunteered their time, 
reaching 5,400 pupils in 
schools around Suffolk. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabi¬ 
net member for education 
and skills, said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted to see local busi¬ 
nesses show their willing¬ 
ness to support our Raising 
the Bar initiative. 

“These sessions are de¬ 
signed to make it easier 
for businesses to be proac¬ 
tive in schools and support 
young people to develop 
their employability skills.” 

The scheme will soon 
be extended to Newmar¬ 
ket, Stowmarket, Lowestoft 
and other locations in the 
county. 

More businesses are be¬ 
ing encouraged to sign up 
to the scheme, to secure its 
future in assisting schools 
across Suffolk.

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288 houses 
approved for 
Lakenheath 


THREE planning applications totalling 
288 houses have been approved for Lak¬ 
enheath, despite worries about educa¬ 
tion provisions from councillors. 

At a Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) development control commit¬ 
tee meeting last Wednesday evening, 
councillors heard three applications; 81 
dwellings in Rabbit Hill Covert on Sta¬ 
tion Road, submitted by leader of FHDC 
James Waters; 67 dwellings in Briscoe 
Way, submitted by Bennett Homes and 
140 dwellings on land west of Eriswell 
Road, submitted by Elveden Farms. 

Councillors heard from Emma Vin¬ 
cent, headteacher of Lakenheath Pri¬ 
mary School, who said the school was 
already suffering from having to accom¬ 
modate extra pupils - something that 
she said would only be made worse with 
more houses. 

Ms Vincent said: “The present and fu¬ 
ture children of Lakenheath deserve the 
best quality of education. The school is 
already under-sized for the number of

pupils.” Cllr David Gathercole agreed 
that children must come first. He said: 
“The most important thing which should 
be on all our minds is the future of our 
children and their education.” 

Concerns were raised about pupils 
having to be bussed to other schools in 
the county to receive an education, as 
well as the changes the local primary 
school would have to make in order to 
accommodate the extra pupils as the 
new houses were built. 

Cllr Roger Dicker added: “What I’m 
interested in is the education of the chil¬ 
dren, and we are short-changing them. 
It’s as simple as that.” 

Many letters and emails from local res¬ 
idents were also submitted with worries. 

Despite the concerns, all three ap¬ 
plications were approved, with an extra 
condition attached saying building work 
would be phased to ensure “appropriate 
infrastructure” was in place.

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759 speeding 
drivers caught 
in crackdown 


A TOTAL of 759 drivers in Suffolk were 
caught speeding during a campaign by 
Suffolk police last week. 

Working with Norfolk police, officers 
increased patrols, targeting speeding 
drivers as part of a campaign to highlight 
the dangers of driving above the limit. 

Over the two counties, a total of 1,567 
drivers were caught speeding, with 128 
of them caught by speed camera activa¬ 
tions in Suffolk. 

Under the week-long Europe-wide 
campaign, co-ordinated by the European 
Traffic Police Network, motorists caught 
speeding were given a £100 fixed penalty 
notice and three points on their licence. 

Some were given the option to com¬ 
plete a speed awareness course as an al¬ 
ternative. 

In some circumstances, drivers may 
also be taken to court where they could 
face tougher penalties including larger 
fines and disqualifications from driving. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, head of 
the Norfolk and Suffolk roads policing

unit, said: “Speed limits are in place for 
a reason - the limit is set at the maxi¬ 
mum safe speed to travel on a particular 
stretch of road. 

“That said, it doesn’t mean the speed 
limit should be a target; there are always 
other factors to consider including other 
road users, level or traffic and weather 
conditions.” 

Speeding is recognised as one of the 
fatal four offences which leads to people 
being killed on the road, according to po¬ 
lice, alongside drink driving, using a mo¬ 
bile phone, and seatbelt offences. 

Insp Spinks added: “Drivers should ad¬ 
just their speed to suit the conditions on 
the road and be aware of hazards. 

“The higher your speed, the less time 
you have to react. 

“Think - could you stop in time if 
something unexpected happened in 
front of you?”

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When Rachel Ratcliffe 
suffered a double brain 
aneurysm while on the 
way to pick her children up 
from school, doctors didn’t 
think she’d pull through. But 
against all odds, the 
mum-of-three from 
Newmarket survived and 
is now more determined 
than ever to make every day 
count, she tells Lydia Fallon 


H OOKED up to all kinds of 
bleeping machines, just 
minutes away from being 
wheeled into theatre for life- 
threatening brain surgery, 

Rachel Ratcliffe had never been 
more afraid. Fit, healthy and with 
her whole life ahead of her, the 
mum-of-three couldn’t believe 
how quickly her life had changed. 

Just hours earlier she’d been 
picking the children up from 
school, but in the blink of an eye, 
her whole world had been turned 
completely upside down. “I just 
thought this can’t be happening 
to me,” the 39-year-old 
remembers. “How dare they tell 
me I might not survive this 
operation, I've got a family to look 
after, a house to run, a job, 
friends. Don’t tell me I’m not 
going to survive. This can’t 
happen.” 


X-rays had revealed two 
aneurysms on Rachel’s brain; 
both had ruptured, meaning if 
doctors didn’t act fast, Rachel 
would die. “I said ‘Do what you 
have to, so long as it’s not an 
operation’, I was just desperate to 
get home to the children. But Mr 
Trivedi, the consultant 
neurosurgeon, told me if they 
didn't stop the bleeding fast, I 
wouldn’t survive. 

“My chance of surviving surgery 
was already only one-in-three and 
even if I made it, I probably 
wouldn’t walk again and my 
quality of life would be rubbish. 
I’m not a whinger but I was so 
angry, I just thought ‘What about 
my children?’ I was utterly 
terrified.” 

Rachel, who lives in Newmarket 
with her fiance Jason and three 
children, Ben, 11, Charlotte, 10, 


and Jack, 6, had been suffering 
with migraines for years, but 
doctors never connected the 
debilitating pain to anything 
more sinister. “I’d been getting 
them since I was a teenager and 
sometimes they were so bad I 
would have to get into bed with 
the pain, but I never thought in a 
million years it would be anything 
more serious,” Rachel explains. “I 
had problems with my vision too, 
and these were all signs my brain 
was haemorrhaging, but nobody 
knew at the time that’s what was 
going on.” 

And when they did, it was very 
nearly too late. 

Rachel remembers the day like it 
was yesterday. It was March 2012 
and had been a day just like any 
other, until out of the blue she 
started experiencing unbearable 
pain. “I was stood outside the 


house waiting for my friend to 
pick me up so we could get the 
children from school and 
suddenly I felt like I was going to 
collapse. 

“I got in the car and by the time 
we had arrived at the school I 
couldn’t move my neck; I had this 
weird sound in my ears and this 
massive pain like someone had hit 
me over the head with a hammer, 
it was a horrendous pain and was 
just getting worse and worse,” 
Rachel recalls. 

“Everyone knows I’m not a 
crying sort of person but I was just 
in tears, so straight away my 
friend knew something wasn’t 
right.” 

Rachel went straight to the GP 
and at first they thought it was 
another bad migraine, but when 
the pain continued to increase, 
she was rushed to A&E at

Addenbrooke’s. After what felt 
like hours of tests and scans, 
doctors found two aneurysms, 
one which was 8mm and one 
5mm and told Rachel brain 
surgery was the only option. 
“When Dr Trivedi told me 
[they had to operate] I hated 
his guts; I blamed him, I love 
him to bits now, but at the 
time he was so blunt and to 
the point, I couldn’t believe 
what he was telling me.” 

Rachel was taken into 
surgery the next day and had 
two major operations back to 
back, one of them lasting 
seven hours. They opened up 
her neck and top of the skull 
and put a metal clip at the 
bottom of the aneurysms to 
try to stop the risk of bleeding. 
It was touch and go whether 
she’d make it through. “They 
couldn’t stop the bleeding and 
at one point they almost lost 
me,” says Rachel. “Dr Trivedi 
told me it was one of the most 
difficult operations he has 
ever had to perform. 

“It’s the worst kind of surgery 
you’re ever going to encounter, 
but the doctors made me feel 
so at ease and told me they’d 
get me through it and they 
really did. I just had to put my 
life in their hands, try not to 
think too much about the 
darker side of things and just 
stay positive.” 

Thankfully the surgery 
proved a success, and initially 
Rachel’s recovery was steady, 
but five days later things 
started to go downhill. “I 
started having seizures and 
then one day I was sat on the 
ward eating my meal with 
Jason and suddenly my left 
arm just went limp. Jason said 
‘What are you doing? What’s 
happened to your arm’ and it 
turned out I’d had stroke, 
which was a side effect of the 
operation. Another emergency 


op followed and I woke with a 
tube in my mouth, medicated 
up to the eyeballs feeling 
totally disorientated.” 

Helpless and confused, 
Rachel admits it was an 
unbelievably tough time. 
“Doctors had told me I would 
probably end up in a 
wheelchair and I’d have all 
kinds of difficulty with my 
speech; all I kept thinking is 
‘this can't happen, this can’t 
happen to me’. 

“My head was all over the 
place, with thoughts and 
memories all jumbled up. The 
worst thing was when the 
children came to visit and I 
didn’t recognise them. It’s 
really hard to describe; I knew 
who they were but it was like 
they didn’t belong to me.” 

During those darkest of days, 
Rachel says it was her family 
who kept her going. “I just 
focused on my children,” she 
smiles. “I just knew they’d be 
missing me and wondering 
what was going on, so I 
wanted to get better for them. 
Slowly but surely Rachel’s 
brain started to recover, 
memories started coming back 
and she relearned to walk and 
talk. Doctors had feared the 
worst, but to their amazement 
Rachel was making a 
miraculous recovery: within 
three weeks she was back at 
home. In three months, Rachel 
was back at work. 

But there were still other 
hurdles to overcome. Although 
Rachel was feeling much 
healthier, she started noticing 
changes in her personality and 
interests, a result - she later 
discovered - of the brain 
surgery. 

“I felt very different to how I 
used to be. I found it really 
hard to hold my tongue, I’m 
very straight with people now 
and a lot of people can find 


that difficult to deal with as I 
never used to be like that 
before,” she explains. “But you 
have to learn to accept who 
you are now; I battled with 
myself for a long time; ‘Why 
am I like this? Why can’t I 
remember anything?’, but my 
GP told me to learn about the 
person I am now and to get to 
know them, and now I have.” 

She emerged from the 
surgery a changed woman in 
other ways too. “My outlook 
on life has definitely changed; 

I don’t waste time on the silly 
things any more. Time is short 
and you don’t know what is 
going to happen tomorrow; 
you don’t know what will 
happen in the next hour, so 
you have to make the most of 
every bit of time you've got.” 

It’s now been two years since 
the surgery and Rachel has 
plenty of reasons to smile. She 
now feels much more like her 
old self and is looking forward 
to a bright future, including an 
imminent wedding: “We went 
on a holiday to Jersey with my 
mum and dad and I didn’t 
know at the time but Jason 
had gone to buy a ring,” she 
smiles. “He got the box out at 
dinner and I was crying for 
about half an hour before I 
said yes! 

“Throughout it all, Jason was 
an absolute saint. He sat there 
the whole seven hours I was in 
theatre and was there every 
time I woke up, everything I 
needed he got me. 

“It’s brought us closer 
together; we never argued 
much anyway but if there is 
ever a cross word we just say 
this is stupid after everything 
we’ve been through and how 
far we've come. 

“Enjoying our family time 
together is what counts, 
because life can change in an 
instant, just like mine did.” 


A brighter future 

ADDENBROOKE'S Charitable Trust (ACT) 
has recently launched an appeal for a new 
state-of-the-art neurosurgical microscope to 
transform the quality of surgery and care for 
patients from across the region with serious 
brain illnesses, brain tumours, head injuries 
and other neurological conditions. 

The neurosurgical microscope uses 
coloured fluorescent light so surgeons can 
see highly magnified brain tissue that would 
otherwise be invisible to the human eye. It 
aids in more complete removal of brain tissue 


with less damage to healthy parts of the brain 
to improve outcomes for patients. 

The difference fluorescence microscopy has 
already made to the quality of patient care 
has so far exceeded expectations, enabling 
brain surgeons to operate in ways that could 
once only be dreamed of. 

To benefit more patients like Rachel, a new 
microscope is urgently needed. £304,369 is 
required to fund the equipment and support 
the 3,800 neurosurgery operations performed 
annually at Addenbrooke's.

A trio of dark pieces taken 
from Samuel Beckett’s 
later works, Not I/Footfalls/ 
Rockaby are set to haunt, 
impress and astound at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, 
writes Ella Walker 


PERFORMED solely by Irish actress Lisa Dwan 
over an hour, Footfalls focuses on a woman 
packing a room like a metronome, exploring 
themes of oppression, trauma and the 
mother-daughter relationship, while Rockaby 
sees an old woman contemplate loneliness 
in a rocking chair that tips of its own accord, 
questioning the inevitability of life. 

It's eerie, powerful stuff, but neither 
pieces are as demanding as Not I. It features 
Dwan as a disembodied mouth, suspended 
in darkness 8ft above the stage, spewing a 
torrent of words - a stream of consciousness 
- spoken at the speed of thought. 

Lisa, who has been performing the play 
since 2005, said: "It's very highly, highly 
disciplined work and I have to train very 
hard to keep it very taut, and on top of the 
lines. I work very hard, it's very difficult to 
memorise; it's very difficult to speak at the 
speed of thought; it's difficult to give each 
sentence the same amount of weight and 
stress. 

"It's still both physically and mentally 
draining. Even though it's just my mouth you 
see in that play, every single part of my body 
is working to produce a sound that is at the 
speed of thought." 

But is it true she used to rehearse with her 
head strapped between the bannisters on the 
stairs so she'd get used to keeping her head 


rigidly still? 

"That's right - any bannisters at all, I'm not 
fussy! The terror of getting it wrong... it's 
not as if anyone can ever give you a line or 
help you. By the time you've asked for a line, 
you've already killed the piece and broken the 
rhythm, so there's no room for error at all. 

"It's not only an adrenaline rush; it's an 
absolute privilege to have so much demanded 
of me.” 

Her mentor, Billie Whitelaw, was coached 
directly by Beckett himself, and performed 
Not I in 14 minutes at the Royal Court in 
1973. Lisa does it in nine minutes. How did 
she shave five whole minutes off? 

"I think the Irish accent is naturally faster 
than the English accent. And I also think 
in many respects Billie Whitelaw was the 
Roger Bannister of her day, she broke a 
psychological barrier. The only reason I'm 
able to perform it is because Billie did. She 
makes it possible for all of us who follow in 
her wake. 

"[Audiences are] quite shocked. It's a very 
visceral experience. I suppose a lot of people 
would come to Beckett thinking it's very 
intellectual or pseudo-intellectual. And in fact, 
these three plays have a visceral, immediate 
and emotional impact. People respond 
more emotionally to the late work than 
intellectually. And young audiences love it.”

PRIDE (15,120 mins) 

THEATRE director Matthew Warchus, who 
succeeds Kevin Spacey as artistic director 
of the Old Vic in London next year, will 
need to de-clutter his awards-laden 
mantelpiece. 

His second feature film is a barnstorming 
culture-clash comedy drama based on 
the inspirational true story of a group of 
gay men and lesbians, who supported the 
miners during the 1984 strike and raised 
thousands of pounds for beleaguered 
communities which dared to stand up to 
the Thatcher government. 

This uplifting story of solidarity in the 
face of adversity and police intimidation is 
an absolute joy; an unabashed, irresistible 
crowd-pleaser in the magnificent mould of 
The Full Monty and Billy Elliot that rouses 
the audience to bellowing laughter while 
choking back a deluge of hot, salty tears. 

Pride embraces and subverts stereotypes, 
deftly weaving together stories of personal 
triumph and anguish as the spectre of 
Aids casts a long shadow over the gay 
community. 

Mark Ashton (Ben Schnetzer) is the 
charismatic and outspoken leader of 
young, impassioned campaigners, who 
operate out of the Gay's The Word 
bookshop in London run by Gethin 
(Andrew Scott). 

Reading news stories about the miner's 
strike, Mark recognises a cause to 
champion. 

"Mining communities are being bullied 
just like we are," he tells his coterie 
comprising Mike (Joseph Gilgun), Jonathan 


(Dominic West), Jeff (Freddie Fox), Steph 
(Faye Marsay) and closeted new boy, Joe 
(George MacKay). 

They form LGSM - Lesbians and Gays 
Support the Miners - and rattle tins for a 
randomly selected Welsh community. 

Mining representative Dai (Paddy 
Considine) invites Mark and co to the 
Dulais Valley where committee members 
Hefina (Imelda Staunton), Cliff (Bill Nighy) 
and Sian (Jessica Gunning) embrace the 
fund-raisers with open arms. 

However, some of the locals are 
repulsed. 

"We're being backed up by perverts," 
sneers homophobic mother Maureen (Lisa 
Palfrey), kindling conflict between some of 
the neighbours and the LGSM. 

Pride is a life-affirming ode to tolerance, 


acceptance and self-belief that defiantly 
lives up to its title, waving a flag for stellar 
home-grown filmmaking. 

Performances are exemplary, ignoring 
a few wobbles with the Welsh accents, 
including a fiery turn from Schnetzer as 
a fresh-faced trailblazer and sobs aplenty 
from Mackay as the catering student, who 
cannot conceal his sexuality forever. 

Scriptwriter Stephen Beresford strikes 
a perfect balance between hilarity and 
heartbreak, sharing polished one-liners 
among the ensemble cast including Menna 
Trussler as a ducky old dear, who labours 
under the illusion that all lesbians are 
vegetarians. 

Warchus' film builds to a rousing 
crescendo that delivers a knock-out 
emotional wallop and opens the floodgates.

Think bulllfrs 


THERE’S a nip in the air which, to me, 
signals the end of summer and provides a 
wake-up call to start planting some spring 
bulbs to brighten up borders and patios 
next year. 

Yet the wealth of varieties on offer, 
from crocus and dwarf narcissi to fragrant 
hyacinths and majestic tulips, can leave 
many gardeners wondering what to 
choose. 

Suppliers are constantly trying 
to help customers select the best 
combinations. Suttons ( www.suttons. 
co.uk), for instance, has a range called 
'Plant-O-Mat', pre-planted bulbs 
inserted in individual compartments 
in a biodegradable tray. You just dig a 
hole, put the tray in and cover it with 
compost. The range features a number 
of combinations, colours and sizes. 

They also cater for window boxes and 
containers. 

If you want something different 
which is going to stand the test of time, 
Gardening Which?, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, has recently 
trialled a number of new bulbs to see 
how they fared. 

Researchers found that some new 
varieties will flower more consistently 
and for much longer than many older 
varieties. 

Last autumn, triallists chose 50 newly 
bred varieties of spring-flowering bulbs 
and grew them alongside five well- 
known varieties - daffodils 'Delnashaugh' 



and 'Dutch Master', and tulips 
'Ballerina','Mount Tacoma' and 'Red 
Riding Hood' - for comparison. 

Bulbs were planted in October: 
hyacinths 15cm deep, narcissus twice 
their own depth and tulips at three times 
their own depth. In spring, the bulbs' 
development was monitored, when they 
flowered, how long they lasted and their 
sizes, colours and scents. 

In the latest batch of testing, researchers 
noticed a lot of colour-changing varieties 
(such as tulip 'Caribbean Parrot') with 
flowers that open in one colour then 
change to another as they age, adding a 
new element of interest. 

New daffodils which came out on top 
included 'Ferris Wheel' (youtulip, www. 
youtulip.co.uk), a large bright yellow 
variety which grows to 40cm and 
produces immense trumpets with a frilly 
rim, flowering in April for around three 


weeks. 

A more subtle variety whose flowering 
period lasted up to 32 days was 'Beautiful 
Eyes' (J Parker's, www.jparkers.co.uk) 
which has small, straight stems holding 
clusters of two or three creamy flowers 
with yellow centres and gives off a heady 
fragrance. 

Tulips recommended included ‘Mistress 
Mystic' (Spalding Plant & Bulb Company, 
www.spaldingbulb.co.uk), a pink goblet¬ 
shaped flower which grows to 60cm and 
looks ideal in the middle of a border, and 
the zingy 'Caribbean Parrot' (Thompson 
& Morgan, www.thompson-morgan. 
com), which lasted much longer than 
any other parrot-type tulip in the trial 
and looked wonderful in a pot. Its most 
impressive feature, though, was its 
colour-changing flowers - which started 
mainly yellow, but deepened as they 
aged, until eventually they were almost 
completely red. 

Among the top-performing hyacinths 
was 'Pink Angel' (Bloms Bulbs, www. 
blomsbulbs.com), whose brightly 
coloured flower spikes were much larger 
and better formed than any of the other 
varieties, with a fantastically potent 
scent. Unlike the other hyacinths grown 
in the test, they managed to stay bolt 
upright throughout the trial - essential if 
you're going to use them in the garden, 
although they looked good in pots too. 

The full report is in the latest edition of 
Which? Gardening.

TRAINER Roger Varian was buoyed 
by heavy rainfall at Doncaster this 
weekend ahead of Kingston Hill’s 
likely tilt at glory in the Ladbrokes St 
Leger. 

The high-class colt is the warm 
favourite for the final Classic of the 
Llat season, but he does require 
ease in the ground to be at his best. 

Kingston Hill was taken out of the 
Irish Derby at the Curragh and the 
Great Voltigeur Stakes at York due to 
unsuitable conditions, but Varian was 
happy to see 14mm of rain fall at the 
South Yorkshire circuit last Saturday 

He said: “The rain they had at 
Doncaster on Saturday was very 
useful for us. There is very little 
chance of any more this week, but 
this is September, not July. 

“Tracks don’t get baked by 
hot sun at this time of year, so 
we should not have the same 
problems.” 

Varian reaffirmed that the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe at Longchamp 
on October 5 may come into the 
reckoning if Kingston Hill runs 
with honour in the Leger. 

He said: “It’s no concern to me 
that he hasn’t run for a while and 
I’d be keen on the Arc if all goes well 
at Doncaster.
